The purpose and intent of this measure is to allow the home
care licensing program to begin operation by extending the sunset
date of Act 21, First Special Session Laws of Hawaii 2009, by five
years to June 30, 2019.

Your Committees received testimony in opposition to this
measure from one individual.

Your Committees find that home care agencies are essential to
assisting Hawaii's growing population of elderly individuals with
aging at home.

Therefore, the public must be assured that home care
agencies are meeting minimum standards when delivering care. Your
Committees further find that Act 21, First Special Session Laws of
Hawaii 2009, was enacted to reqguire home care agencies to be
licensed, and the Department of Health's draft rules for
implementation of licensing are in the last stages of the approval
process.
